The  answer  to  this  question  can  best  be  given  by  quoting  the  purposes  of  the  Smith-Lever  Law 
enacted  by  Congress  in  June,  1914,  as  follows: 

"It  shall  consist  of  the  giving  of  instruction  and  practical  demonstrations  in  agriculture  and  home 
economics  to  persons  not  attending  or  resident  in  said  colleges  in  the  several  communities,  and  im- 
parting to  such  persons  information  on  said  subjects  through  field  demonstrations,  publications 
and  otherwise." 

The  work  in  Berks  County  anti-dates  this  Federal  Legislation  by  several  months,  having  been  beaun 
on  March  15,  1914.  ^ 

The  present  County  Agricultural  Extension  Representative  (County  Farm  Agent)  Charles  S.  Adams, 
reported  for  duty  in  Berks  County  on  that  date. 

Since  March  15,  1914,  many  and  great  changes  have  come  about  throughout  the  world.  A  new  Chap- 
ter in  the  World's  History  has  been  written.  Likewise  significant  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
Science  of  our  County's  Agriculture. 

These  photographs  and  Charts  are  intended  to  portray  only  in  a  superficial  way,  some  of  the  more 
outstanding  changes  and  advances  during  a  25  year  period.  Only  brief  statements  are  possible,  but 
sufficient  we  believe  to  give  a  general  portrayal  of  Extension  activities  m  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics. 

Agricultural  Extension  work  exists  for  the  rural  citizens  of  our  county.  It  is  intended  to  help  them  to 
help  themselves.  At  the  first  Annual  meeting  m  1914,  Mr.  E.  K.  Hibshman,  then  Assistant  to  the  Di- 
rector of  Agricultural  Extension,  made  this  statement: 

"The  results  of  Extension  work  in  a  County  will  be  measured,  not  by  the  amount  of  work  which  the 
Extension  Association  will  do  for  the  people,  but  by  the  amount  of  work  which  the  Association 
can  get  the  people  to  do  themselves." 

That  still  is  our  policy  in  Berks  County  and  is  the  intent  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  of  Congress. 

Not  to  produce  more  food,  but  to  produce  more  economically;  more  per  unit,  per  acre,  per  cow,  per 
hen.    That  has  been  our  endeavor  during  the  past  25  years  m  Berks  County. 

Only  during  the  period  of  the  World  War  was  More  Food  emphasized.  'Tood  will  win  the  War" 
was  a  War  Cry. 

The  Introduction  of  Extension  Work  in  Berks  County  was  materially  aided  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
and  eighty-six  Township  Advisors  (Page  8).  These  advisors  were  selected  with  the  help  of  the  then 
County  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools,  Eli  M.  Rapp.  Mr.  Rapp  was  a  booster  for  Extension  work 
from  the  beginning  and  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  m  1926.  Since  then  we  have  enjoyed  the  finest 
co-operation  from  our  rural  school  leadership  throughout  the  County,  under  the  Direction  of  Supt. 
Alvin  F.  Kemp,  and  his  associates,  Mr.  Richard  Moll  and  Mr.  Newton  Geiss. 

HOW  IS  THE  AGRICULTURflL  EXTENSION  ASSOCIATION  FINANCED? 

In  1914  the  work  was  established  by  means  of  private  subscriptions  and  memberships.  These  funds 
supplied  the  local  expenses  for  office  and  travel.  The  salary  of  the  Extension  Representative  was 
supplied  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  College,  under  whose  direction  the  Representative  works. 

After  the  passage  of  the  Smith-Lever  Act  in  June,  1914,  Federal  Funds  became  available  to  supple- 
ment the  State  Funds  for  employing  the  Extension  Representatives. 

An  Act  of  the  State  Legislature  authorizes  Boards  of  County  Commissioners  to  appropriate  moneys 
for  local  expenses,  such  as  travel  and  office.  Since  county  funds  became  available  the  member- 
ships and  private  subscriptions  were  discontinued. 

The  work  now  is  financed  by  three  governmental  bodies,  namely  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  The  Pennsylvania  State  College,  and  the  County  through  its  Board  of  Commissioners. 
The  State  and  Federal  funds  supply  the  salaries  of  the  Extension  Representatives  in  both  Agricul- 
ture and  Home  Economics.

This  phase  of  the  work  does  not  cover  a  full  25-year  period 
with  an  Extension  Representative  on  duty  in  the  county.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  charts  and  statistical  data  are  not  pre- 
sented here.  A  number  of  photographs,  however,  do  portray 
in  part  the  varied  activitie:;  of  this  Home  Making'  side  of  Ex- 
tension work. 

The  first  Homo  Economics  Extension  Representative  in  Berks 
County  was  Miss  Alice  Bosserman,  who  began  work  in  June, 
1917,  and  continued  until  the  fall  of  that  year  when  she  was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Aurelia  Potts,  who  divided  her  time  be- 
tween a  half  dozen  counties. 

Miss  Potts  served  until  1919,  when  she  was  succeeded  by  Miss 
Jennie  Shoup,  who  served  until  July,  1920. 

In  1922,  Miss  Anne  Eorbes  was  assigned  to  Berks  County,  di- 
viding her  time  between  Berks  and  Lancaster.  Miss  Forbes 
was  succeeded  in  May  of  1928  by  Miss  Laura  Reynolds,  who 
divided  her  time  between  Berks  and  Schuylkill.  Beginning 
with  May,  1931,  Miss  Reynolds  was  assigned  to  full  time  duty 
in  Berks  County. 

Miss  Isabel  Myers  relieved  Miss  Reynolds  for  six  months  No- 
vember, 1930,  to  May,  1931.  In  July  of  1934,  Miss  Reynolds' was 
succeeded  by  Miss  Verna  Criss,  who  is  serving  our  county 
today  in  the  capacity  of  Home  Economics  Extension  Repre- 
sentative.

This  does  noi  mean  "different"  farms.   Some  farms  were  visited  more  than  once  each  year. 
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Chart  XV — This  chart  represents  an  accumulation  of  new  farms  visited  or  farms  visited  the  first  time,  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  so  that  by  1938,  3,515  of  the  6,000  farms  in  the  county  were  actually  visited  by  the  County  Agents. 


Chart  XVI — This  chart  is  intended  to  show  HOW  MANY  YEARS  of  the  twenty-five  a  certain  farm  may  have 
been  visited.    Only  two  were  visited  on  24  different  yoar:;,  three  on  23  different  years,  and  so  on. 

This  indicates  that  the  farm  visits  were  fairly  well  scattered,  and  not  confined  to  a  favored  few.  It  also  indi- 
cates consistent  contacts  with  certain  farms  where  long-time  activities  were  carried  on.  A  total  of  136  farms  were 
visited  ten  or  more  years.    Under  ten  years,  3,379,  and   the  majority  of  these  only  one  year  of  the  twenty-five.

The  Chamber  of  Commerce  supplied  office  space,  rent  free,  from  March  15,  1914,  to  August,  1938,  nearly  25 
years.

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SURVEYS 

From  time  to  time  during  these  twenty-five  years  somewhat  general  surveys  were  made  relating  to  rural  lif 
problems.

ASSISTANT  COUNTY  AGENTS 

In  1916  Mr.  A.  L.  Hacker  and  Mr.  S.  S.  Lehman  spent  short  periods  in  the  county  before  beginning 
their  work  as  County  Agents  in  Schuylkill  and  Erie  Counties,  respectively.  Today  Mr.  Hacker  is 
County  Agent  in  Lehigh  County,  and  Mr.  Lehman  is  farming  in  Erie  County. 

In  1917  Mr.  Paul  Niesley  was  in  charge  of  the  "War  Gardens"  in  Berks.  Mr.  Niesley  now  is  County 
Agent  in  Columbia  County. 

In  1921  Mr.  William  Vandergrift  and  Mr.  Eugene  If  ft  spent  several  months  with  us  before  becoming 
County  Agents  in  Chester  and  Venango  Counties,  respectively.  Today  Mr.  Ifft  is  the  County  Agent 
in  Venango  and  Mr.  Vandergrift  is  managing  Montcalm  Farms,  near  Phoenixville. 

In  1922  H.  E.  Eby  spent  five  weeks  with  us  before  going  to  Allegheny  County  as  County  Agent. 

In  July,  1922,  Wayne  Breich  became  our  first  full-time  Assistant.  He  left  us  in  the  spring  of  1923  and 
went  to  farming  near  Ringtown,  Schuylkill  County. 

On  June  1,  1923,  Merle  Hartman  became  Assistant  and  served  until  the  spring  of  1927  when  he  be- 
came County  Agent  of  Cameron  County.  Later  Mr.  Hartman  was  transferred  and  is  at  present  the 
County  Agent  in  Adams  County. 

On  March  1,  1927,  Dewey  Uibel  succeeded  Mr.  Hartman.  He  served  with  us  until  spring  of  1929 
when  he  became  the  County  Agent  in  Fayette  County.  Today  Mr.  Uibel  is  employed  by  the  Soil 
Erosion  Service  in  Lancaster  County. 

On  April  1,  1929,  A.  S.  Frommeyer  became  our  Assistant,  and  he  served  until  March,  1930,  at  whicli 
time  he  was  transferred  to  Dauphin  County  as  County  Agent. 

On  April  1,  1930,  Mr.  Evan  P.  Fowler  joined  us  in  the  v/ork  in  Berks  County  and  served  with  us  until 
February,   1937.    He  became  the  first  County  Agent  in  Montour  County  at  that  time. 

In  March  of  1937  Mr.  John  P.  Schwenk  came  to  Berks  County  as  Assistant  County  Agent  and  is  serv- 
ing with  us  now. 
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
